Some time ago we put a notice in the paper asking that the ministers 
and laymen on the field write us concerning plans for another dollar drive 
to help on the churcth’s indebtedness. We have received a good many letters 
from mest all the states where our churches are located. All favor a new: 
drive with the exception of three. These three suggested other plans sim- 
ilar. We have only gotten a few dollars in the last twenty days on the old 
drive. Evidently they have sent in about all that will come in. 


This was one of the most successful drives ever put on by the Church. 
At the 22d Annual Assembly we owea approximately $64,000.00. With the 
sale of the Cate building and the drive, our obligations were reduced to 
$30,725.67. (See page 41 of last Minutes.) Of course the Cate building sale 
was a great help in lifting this debt. The question has been asked, “Will 
one more dollar drive pay our debts?” With the sale of some property that 
we do not need, one more drive with the success that we had in this one, 
would pay every debt. We have sixteen acres of vacant land that we 
thought we had a purchaser for last Fall, but this trade didn’t materialize. 
We still have a prospect ror «= sate in the near future. If one more drive 
pays the debts, we will have to sell this surplus property, which we are 
doing our best to sell. We paid a little over half of the loan and certificates 
in 1928, and if we have a successful drive, we will be able to pay the rest 


in 1929. 


At this writing, all financial obligations for the church are secured 
by its own property, and there are no individual signers who are person- 
ally responsible for any of the debts. The banker in Cleveland has been 


very kind to us. We feel very grateful to him for his kindness. 


The 


$30,725.67. is drawing interest every day, and it accumulates fast. The Lord 
has helped us so far, to meet every obligation. We have the most loyal 


people in the world. 


Our new drive will begin March Ist. There will appear in the paper 
the first of each month, beginning April 1st, the name of each church that 
goes over the top. Come on, let us pay every debt that we owe by next As- 
sembly, and pray that God will help us sell this property that we do not 


need.

We are going to 
continue to send out the solicitors’ slips and the envelopes with the Dic- 
ture of the two little orphan girls, and give a Bible as a premium for every 
$12.00 sent in by these solicitors. Those working for this premium should 
be careful and let the giver understand that this is not included in the dol- 
lar per member. In other words this will not count on the drive that the 
churches put on with their members. You can solicit among the members, 
but let them understand that whatever they give to these solicitors will 
not be counted on their dollar that should be given thru the church, The 
reason that I am trying to make this plain is because we had some mis- 
understandings last year. Several of the members thought, giving to these 
solicitors would count on their dollar per member. I hope all will read 
this carefully so you will not make this mistake in this drive.

Every Christian Has A 
Cross to Bear—Let us 
Be Faithful 


J. B. Cole 
“But God forbid that I should glory, 
Save in the cross of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom the world is cruci- 
fied unto me, and I unto the world.” 
Gal. 6:14, 


This letter to the Galatians was 
written by Paul, possibly while in his 
hired house in Rome. He was falsely 
accused and brought before the San- 
hedvin court in Jerusalem where he 
might have been released, but he had 
appealed to Caesar, therefore, he was 
sent to Rome for trial. So after: his 
arrival he was released. He then rent- 
ed a place and began to preach the 
Gospel, no man forbidding him. He 
was here two years and no doubt this 
letter was written during that time. 
The letter is a rather lengthy one. 
Paul had many things to admonish 
the Galatians. It seems that there 
were some who were rather weak 
saints among them. It appears also 
that there were some false prophets 
passing through the country, trying 
to turn them from the truth. 

You can readily see by reading a 
few verses preceding our text, that 
the things highly prized by others 
The 
Jews boasted that they were children 
of Abraham—like people of today 
who claim to be children of God. They 
pay the preacher, go to church and 
Sunday School on Sunday and on 
Monday: “curse”, lie, and steal. The 
Jews wanted everybody circumcised, 
not that it had anything to do with - 
bringing them to God, but that they 
might glory in their flesh. They did 
not keep the law themselves. They 
said to Jesus on one occasion, “Abra- 
ham is our father.” To this Jesus 
answered, “If ye were . Abraham’s 
children, ye would do the works of 
Abraham.” It is true they were the 
seed of Abraham, but were not doing 
the works of Abraham. 

The Pharisees who were of the 
three sects of Judaism in the time of 
Christ, boasted of their superiority 
over others. The name means “sepa- 
rated by special works”, all Hebrews 
who separated themselves from every 
kind of Levitical impurity, following 
the Mosaic law purity. Their influ- 
ence was so great they even ruled the 
Sanhedrin and Jewish society. They 
were like some religious sects of to- 
day-they tried to monopolize religion. 
Jesus’ said to them, “Ye hypocrites, 
you honour me with your lips, . but 
your heart is far from me.” They 
say and do not. They love the chief 
seats in the synagogues and to’ be 
called master. They oppress the people. 
and do all their works to be seen of 
men, devour widows’ homes and pray- 
long prayers for pretense, compass: 
land and sea to make one proselyté, 
making him twofold more the child 
of hell than themselves. They won't 
enter the kingdom of Heaven, nor 
allow others to go in. These are the: 
kind of people who claim to be supe- 
rior to others. They pay tithe of mint 
and anise, and omit the weightier mat- 
ters of the law. Jesus said, “Woe 
unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites! for ye make clean the outside 
of the cup and of the platter, but with- 
in they are full of extortion and ex- 
cess.” No wonder Paul despised their 
boastings. We have such people as 
this to encounter today. They build 
fine churches, pay their preachers to 
preach to suit them, and say, nobody 
is right but us, you must join our 
church or you will be lost. They stand 
on street corners and pray long pray- 
ers to be seen and heard of men. 
Some members of these so-called 
churches oppress the poor, take things 
that don’t berong to them. They are 
self-righteous. Outwardly they appear 
beautiful, but inwardly they are full 
of dead men’s bones and all unclean- 
ness. They outwardly appear righteous 
unto men, but inwardly they are full 
of hypocrisy and iniquity. Yes, they 
are church members and appear to be 
00d people, but they have never had 
any change of heart. They claim to be 
following Christ and yet say, we must 
sin every day. They don’t even know 
Christ, being only hearers and not 
doers of the Word. 

These so-called church members are 
like those Pharisees, they claim to 
be superior to other people. They 
boast of their pastor! “He has attend-

titles assigned to any minister. He is 
an able and competent speaker. We 
pay him a fine salary each month.” 
This is the kind of preacher that tells 
them they can go to worldly amuse- 
ments and sin every day, then go to 
Heaven. He makes them twofold 
more the cnild of the devil. To this 
class belong doctors, lawyers, profes- 
sors and other professional men and 
women. They belong to these fashion- 
able churches. The columns of the 
papers are full of the numerous 
socials, accompanied by the  photo- 
graph of the distinguished ladies and 
gentlemen who were either guests or 
in some way connected with the 
society. Such people are seeking 
honor, fame and renoun, yet they are 
church members. 


The Jews treated with contempt, the 
person and rank of Christ. Christ to 
them was an imposter. They hooted 
at the idea of Him calling Himself 
the Son of God, thereby making Him- 
self equal with God. They were look- 
ing for Christ to come, but not in the 
manner in which He did come. They 
expected Him to come from a royal 
family. There went out a decree that 
all should be taxed, therefore Joseph 
and Mary came to Bethlehem, the 
City of David, for they were of the 
lineage of David, and Jesus was born 
and laid in a manger for there was no 
room in the inn. So the Jews rejected 
Him as their promised Messiah and 
Sought to kill Him, because _ they 
thought He was going to restore again 
the kingdom to Israel and didn’t do 
it.

He was the Son of God, 
the only begotten of the Father, but 
condescended to the poor, low and de 
graded as well as the rich.

His Gospels were to the Jews who 
were His brethren and God’s chosen 
people, and His disciples were fisher- 
men, which no doubt, were esteemed 
by most of the Jews in that day, to 
be a very low calling or occupation. 
These attributes of Christ were con- 
temptible to the Jews. Paul gloriea 
in them, but most of all in the cross 
of Christ. I tell you Paul had good 
reasons for glorying in the cross of 
Christ. Just think what it meant to 
us. Had He not suffered and died, we 
would still be in our sins, because it 
is impossible for the blood of bulls 
and goats to take away sin. We no 
longer offer a sacrifice once each year 
for our sins as people did under the 
law. “For the law having a shadow 
of good things to come, and not the 
very image of the things, can never 
with those sacrifices which they of- 
fered year by year continually make 
the comers thereunto perfect.” Heb. 
10:1. The blood of the bulls and goats 
which the people offered each year 
was typical of the blood of Jesus, 
therefore could never make one per- 
fect. “But this man, after He had of- 
fered one sacrifice for sins for ever, 
sat down on the right hand of God.” 
Heb. 10:12.

Another character was a man who 
would go to worship and for fear of 
getting exalted, or carried away with 
pride, he would wear a pair of over- 
alls, and them none too clean; his 
hair and flesh badly in need of care; 
he would not brush his teeth with a 
brush and paste for fear of USING a 
REMEDY, forgetting that the Bible 
said, “cleanse yourselves from all 
filthiness of the flesh,” perfecting 
holiness in the fear of the Lord. The 
good old Book is a remedy for all our 
ills. This same fellow would get up to 
praise the Lord, but instead of prais- 
ing the Lord, he would boast that HE 
was dead to pride, that HE didn’t 
care how HE looked, that HE loved 
the Lord more than fine clothes and 
that PRIDE was killing the Church 
anyway. Now this is putting on public 
display, the worst form of pride. 

We wil: now iook at another char- 
acter, a man, who got saved, sancti- 
fied, and baptized with the Holy 
Ghost, who before he found the Lord 
was always in filth and rags, because 
he spent the money he earned for 
whisky, tobacco, and other wunmeces- 
sary things until there was nothing} 
left to buy things so needful for him- 
self and family.
